' MATHEMATICAL FREAKS

CGauss, the famous Gorman mathe-
maticiar and, probably, the last
ence in every briunch of this sclence
of his day, began his eareer as an un-
usual ‘individual at the early age of
three and in the manner indicated,

His father was paying off his work-
men one day for part time in propor-
tion to thefr regular daily wages and
Baby Gauss was playing nearby on
the floor, engaged, perhaps in nothing
more welghty than a beby's natural
attempt to swallow a tabie leg and
wondering whv' the thing wonld not
go down, Whon tbe elder Gauss
had finished casting up-the amounts
which he was to pay, his three-year-
old ealled out: “But that is not right,
father. It makes so much,” naming
the correct amount. The father went
ove~ his figures and found that the
child’s answér was indeed the cor-
rect one,

Gauss, the mathematician, however,
can hardly be classed with justice
among mathematical freaks. He de-
veloped Into the greatest mathemati-
cian of his dey. His wonderful abil-
ity for mental calcnlation was re-
tained throughout his lifc.

Porhaps, the mosi rematkabie coi-
culator produced among a western
people was Dase, & German, Johann
Marits Sacharias Dase, was born in
north Germany in 1824. He began his
school’life nt .two and one-half vears
of age., Although of low genoral
ability, he was an arithmotical wizard
and figures were slaves of his en-
chantn¥ent. At 15 years of age, Dase
went upon the stage, giving exhibi-
tions as & mental caleulator. Later,
he emplryed his gift in the service of
stience, and was engaged in the com-
putation of logarithms and factors at
the time of his death at the age of 37,

Dase had but slight education, 'He
was dull in everything but ealeulation
even.in mathematics.
